Following close upon the announce¬ 
ment that South San Francisco’s 
postoffice was to be put back on an 
independent office status, together 
with the suggestion from Congress¬ 
man Arthur M. Free that L. G. Hardy | 
would receive the appointment as 
postmaster, all of which was set forth 
in last week’s Enterprise, Mr. Hardy 
received official notice of his appoint¬ 
ment Wednesday morning of this 
week. The notice came in the form 
of a letter from the Postoffice Depart¬ 
ment at Washington. It conveyed the 
appointment of Mr. Hardy as acting 
postmaster pending the taking of the 
formal civil service examination.! 
just when the examination will be 
held has not yet been announced. The 
letter also stated that beginning Oc- ■ 
tober 1st this postofflce would be 
placed on the rating of a second class j 
office. At the time of its taking over 
as a branch of the San Francisco 
office it was rated in the third class. 
The first announcement that the 
status of the postofflce would be 
changed very soon was also con¬ 
firmed in this letter, which informed' 
Mr. Hardy that he would take charge 
the morning of September 28th. Al¬ 
though no official information touch¬ 
ing upon the point has been received 
here, it is supposed that the cause 
for the quick action of the Postofflce 
Department when finally a decision 
waB reached to give independent 
standing to this office was the ap¬ 
proach of the end of the quarter year 
In September. It is a well-known 
fact that most changes in the depart¬ 
ment take place at the end of differ¬ 
ent quarter years, hence this infer-

Asked as to whom he would appoint 
his assistant at the office, Mr. Hardy 
Mated that this point had not yet been 
definitely settled.

“Death came from burns self-j * 
inflicted with suicidal intent.” Such ' ] 
was the verdict of the coroner's jury ; 
Saturday morning in the case of An- < 
tone Plrc Jr. of this city, who died ! 
Friday morning of last week at the J 
South San Francisco Hospital. j 

The death of the young man, who . 
was but 20 years of age, was one of J 
the most shocking that has occurred ] 
here for years. According to the < 
testimony of witnesses to the rash , 
deed that ended his life, Pirc in a ' 
moment of frenzy, apparently brought < 
on by the use of drugs, saturated his < 
clothing with gasoline, then applied a ] 
match. He lived in agony for many | 
j hours, conscious most of the time, j 
and repeatedly begging Dr. R. S. , 
Irvine, who had charge of his case at ] 

1 the hospital, to save his life, saying j 
he had tried to kill himself but now . 
wanted to live. 

Terry McManus, proprietor of the 
Capitol Hotel where the gruesome _ 
event happened, and William P. Smith, 
a boy friend of the dead youth, were - j 
witnesses to the lad’s burning. Smith! I 
1 stated that Pfrc came to the room in l 
the hotel occupied by them at about ■ 
!6:15 o’clock Thursday evening and/ 
producing a bottle of gasoline, said he 
was going to clean a suit. He asked 
Smith to go Into the hath room and 
get him a bath towel. When Smith 
came back Pirc had already saturated 

* his clothing with the fluid. Before the 
horrified eyes of the other youth, Pirc 
then applied a match. In a moment 

. he was a mass of flames. Apparently 

I regretting his rash act he began 
, screaming for help and rushed from 
. the room. McManus, who hurried up 
, on hearing the cries, and Smith tried 

t to smother the flames, but before they \ 
. succeeded the boy had been fatally 

• burned. He was taken immediately 
, to the hospital, where everything pos- 
. aible was done to save his life, but he 
. died just before noon the next day. 

Antone Pirc Sr„ father of the dead 

youth; Frances Pirc, his sister, and a 
. brother all testified that the suicide 
t had been a confirmed drug addict for 
n over two years and had attempted 
y ] suicide several times before. In re- 

I I sponse to questioning by members of 
, I the jury, all the witnesses declared 
e ! they did not know how or where he 
n j had obtained the drug. The dead 
,f | youth had lived in this city about 
r ; three months. He was employed at 
e'the W. P. Fuller plant.

There are other strings of mules, 
also, and they distribute the empties 
and mobilize the loaded cars from and 
at given points.
